/J S Deehpmde (Patito) Yesterdaj, I happened to 
hoar a speech made by one hon Member of the other side 
Today also, I have heaid two or three speeches from the 
Opposition Benches Really I am very much surprised — nay 
even dismayed,!— to hear those speeches I should like to 
place befoie ttus August Assembly tde mentality — If I may 
use the same "word of two hon membeis, — with which 
this resolution has been placed before the Assembly I am 
at once reminded of a very famous saying in Marathi which 
runs like this — ajrtrrr «nr st>iti«w ' which m English 
means that the speed of the running of a squirrel is only as 
far as the fence or compound beyond which it cannot go I 
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should Lie to say Rhat a man with a lofty thinking only will 
be able to solve these problems and as Swami Vivek manda 
says, a man must always think from a higher level If you 
stand and see«fiom below you find the houses of the pool 
and the houses of the 1 Ksh but if you go to the top of a tnoun 
tain, stand there and see you find all houses on the same 
level You cannot make a difference between a pooi man s 
house and a nch mans house Sumlaily when we tackle 
pioblems like these, viz regrouping of piovinces 01 the dis- 
integration of the Hydeiabad State on the basis of language 
and culture we have to go to the top and find out whethei 
the present time is an oppoitune 01 appiopiiale time for the 
disintegration of the .Hyderabad State 

I should like to say theie are two lands of enemies for a 
nation one is the external enemy and the other the internal 
enemy For sometime it was baid that the Bntishei was tho 
external enemy But today foitunately they disappeaiod 

Ous complete independence The internal enemy I 
say is the communist party which is creating a gtoat 
chaos and gieat disorganization m the matter ol this re- 
grouping and leconsktution of the State 

I shall quote an instance Theie is a family of say two 
daughter three sons and one karlha The sons are to be 
educated and ibe daughters yet to be married The sons 
come to the father and ask him for partition of tho pi operty 
What does the kartha or father say? "Well look here ! This is 
not the opportune time The daughters have got to be married 
before you can think of pailition The same analogy? I 
think, should be applied m the case of the disintegration, of 
the Hydeiabad State on the basis of culture and language 
What I mean to say is that proper tune has not yet come 

We have got an example before us It is the formation 
of the Andhia State I would like to ask the hon members 
on the oppositiani Benches whether the formation, of the 
Andhia State is brought about willingly 01 unwillingly It 
is brought about under sheer pi esure ox arcumatances The 
Central Government » always m favour of the disintegration 
of the Hyderabad State but the propei tune for disintegra- 
tion should, come Take for example the partition of IwBa 
into Hlndusthan and Pakisthan. The hon Member who has 
brought in this resolution relating to the disintegration «f 
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the Hydeiabad State is something like the personal'ty of late 
ShnM A Jmah Let usthmk over what diffkulties dangeis 
and cataatrophies we were faced with at the time of the pai 
tition of Bharat Bhoorai This is sufficient experience before 
us If you insist upon the resolution I need hardly say that 
the country comes to grief and there will be no benefit 

When you say that the Hydeiabad should be dis'mtegiated 
on the basis of cultuie and language, one very important 
question arises The Hyderabad State has got Uidu latogu 
age it has got Kanaiese language lthasgotMaiathilangji 
age and other languages also again theie are, at the same 
tune diffeient communities The situation comes to this 
there should be as many piovmces as theie are languages 
and there should be as many provinces, say Sikh Parsi, etc 
as there are communities Is thia not a very big and difficult 
problem for the piesent to handle? 

Many a time my hon friends on the Opposite Benches 
paiUcularly the hon member foi Huzmnagar and the hon 
Member for Ippaguda say that the Congioss Government 
always copes whatever is dictated fiom the Cential Govern 
ment But I should like to say without thi" least fear of 
contradicafaon that whatevei policy comes from the opposite 
side— whether connected with culture or relating to 
admimstitwn — it cornea from Moscow 01 Staling! ad The 
charge of the other side that the present Government copies 
down what the central Government dictates is false and 
baseless Aftei all, the central Government is our Govern 
ment but the Russian Government is not ours it is a 
foreign Government I do not know whether it is said 
humorously or otherwise whenever there is raifnfall m 
Moscow 01 Stalingrad, our PDF friends here hold an 
umbrella over then heads I assert that this policy which 
befrig' followed by the P D P Members regarding the dis- 
integration of the Hydeiabad State is raunoius to the basic 
structure of our State 

What is the condition of Hydeiabad today? We must 
be glad to see that the condition of Hyderabad ih very satis- 
factory All the communities m Hydeiabad aie living 
peacefully There are no bickerings of any kmd between 
one community and the other At a time when there is 
peaceful atmosphere, members of the P D P Party 
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introduce this resolution This indeed disrupts the atmos- 
pheie and leafls to chaos and dwoidci We all know that 
their motive in introducing this resolution m the Assembly 
is to bring about complete A<ji upturn complete disorga- 
nization and complete chaos in the State They do not want 
to bring any consnuctive piogi ammo whatever they do they 
do only with the intention of destorymg a thing 

If this tesolution is passed and it theie is disintegration 
of the State according to the lesolutian thpre will be peat 
danger foi the mulki and non mulki movement Oui friends 
of the PDF Paity made speeches then Much property was 
destoryed then and most of the students lost then careers 
and some of them died This 1 esolution will instill feai hi the 
mmds of people and the mulkii and nonmulla movement 
assumes undesirable heights the relations will be very much 
estranged So m order to avoid that dangci this lesolubon 
should not be given pionmnence heie 

Sometimes it is said that the dismtegiation of the State 
on the basis of language and cultuie will retard the social and 
intellectual growtii of the people A man from Andhia will 
not entei Marthwada with the same feeling of fieedom as 
before noi does a man of Matathwada entei Andhra 
territory with the same fieedom I am m this connection 
reminded of Pandit Nehru s tour after Partition When he 
came to the border line of the Pakisthan temtory there was 
within a hbe below Thus far and no farther Inapate of 
the fact that he belongs to the whole of India, he could not go 
a step further like that This is a poisonous atmosphere 
created on account of the Partition Simflai things happen 
here too as a lesult of the proposed disintegration The first 
and foremost of the painful consequences that follow on 
account of the disintegration is that the whole structure of 
the Hyderabad Society will be completely paralysed and 
disorganised and it will thereafter be impossible to bung 
about any constructive programme here

The same problem of rehabilitation of refugees as had 
confronted our Central Government consequent on the parti 
ban of PaJnsthan may crop up here also on the distantegraUon 
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of the State into thiee separate provinces Foi instance, a 
man of Maiathwada owns piopeity and houseb in the Telugu 
speaking area and on the diatintegration when that area 
meigea into the Andhra temlory what should happen of 
this mans pioperty Similar questions come up in other 
states also immediately an bifurcation There is aheady a 
talk going on among the public that Hydeiabad City is going 
to be included in the Andhia State and some of my friends 
asked me What shall I do now? I have got bungalows etc 
heie? That is the fear and apprehension that people are 
conf 1 onted with on account of the disintegration of the Hyder 
abad State on the basis of cultuie and language Refugees 
migiate from piovince to province and the Government has 
got to tackle the question of their lehabuitation These 
people have to be provided with houses employment and the 

Another thing While there is disintegration on the basis 
of cultuie and language what about the Muslims heie? I 
should like to ask the hon membeis of the Opposition what 
anangements they have made for these mushms' Where is 
the place for them 7 andhia have got then place Kamatakas 
have got their place and so too Maharastiiainfl These mius- 
lims are not few m number they are I am told, more than 
22 lakhs in number What about them then? They too have 
got a separate cultuie of their own and a separate language 
of their own as the Andhi as, Earnatakas and the Maharas- 
tnans Automatically it means that a new Paklsthan an a 
small scale will be created for them in the heart of the Hyder- 
abad State I should like to tell theta directiy one thing ' if 
you are prepared to do such a thing then you are fifth 
columniste ' The question of jnushms is very important and 
requires to be tackled before the question of disintegration 
on the basis of language and culture could be solved 

Then there is the dangei of communahsm Everywhere 
we have got this conununaJism and from the recent elections 
we have learnt a lesson If there is disintegration I am 
afraid, this communal fi enzy will take hold of the people and 
the constructive programmes envisaged by both the Hyder 
abad and the Central Governments will completely be para- 
lysed In order therefore to prevent this danger I submit 
there should be no disintegration 

Lastly fortunately for us both the Hyderabad Govern 
ment and the Central Government have taken up soma plans 
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for the upbjft of the nation Out of such plana, the most un 
portant plan is *he Five Yeai Plan With disintegration 
on the basis of language and culture 'what will happen to the 
Five Yeai Plan? Thousands and lakhs of rupees are being 
spent over this Plan In the face of the disintegiation of the 
Sate I should like to ask the hon Members whether there 
could be pipper implementation of the Five Year Plan If 
there is no proper implementation of the Five Yeai Plan — 
as I feel there cannot be — then all the machine! v will be com 
pletely paralysed and, there will be a gieat loss to the society 
and the nation m general 

Next theie are community projects We note that thou 
sands of mipees are being spent on community projects 
These and other lUseful projects will be nullified and we will 
see that sooner 01 later there will be chaos all over the State 
if disintegration is effected The result will be that despite 
what all the Cential Government did for the uplift of the 
Hyderabad Government, we remain the same old people as 
before 

Some hon Members on the other side referred to the period 
of Shivajee They are still m a dreamland They must 
know they are living in the 20th Century They have to re- 
membei that they are living m a Secular State and in a seou 
lar State no question of nepotism or the like could crop up so 
far as administration is concerned. 

In conclusion I would like to request the hon Members 
sitting on the Oposite Benches tnot to press this losolutaon 
any further nnd to withdraw it and m sounding a note of 
warning' to the members on this side about the innci ent difflr 
culties that we will have to face m the event of dismtogia- 
taoti I would request them not to support the resolution, if 
It is not withdrawn, but, on the otherhand, to opposo it tooth 
and nail

I use to thank lie hon member for Ippagud-i for having 
reminded us about the promises which the mighty Congiess

and they are feehng peihaps that then foices cannot easily 
have their sway unless a feable Visala Andhra comes into 
existence That is why they aie pleadinp foi thi forma- 
tion of Visala Andhra m such a vdhemenco Thcie n also 
a reference of socio economic growth I appreciate it and 
I am sine nobody in this House will object to it The wolds 
Sono-ecomonuc growth are very lovely and apart from that, 
it is what we ultimately desiie to achieve So when ihey 
had been lef erring to some sort of economy they were per- 
haps led away by the economic thought and an hon member 
m his extreme logic had hunted that Nandikonda project 
might not come about or might be shelved tf Visala Andhra 
is not theie As far as I am aware the Nandikonda project 
affair has got nothing to do with the question of visala 
Andhira So whethei Visala Andhia is formed or not, whe- 
ther the State is dismtegiated 01 not, the execution of Nan 
dikonda project shall have to go on and if there is any doubt 
or delay in that, I would like to assuie the hon members of 
the othei side that we shall fight it out with all the might at 
our command and see that the Government of India ulli 
mately lends its suppoi t in favour of the execution of the Nan 
dikonda project After all it should be borne in mind that 
it is primarily a food problem Besides, it has got othei cons 
derations Nattidikonda plroject should not be viewed on 
linguistic consideration After alias I said the projects 
have nothing whatever to do with hnguism they are only 
going to solve the food problem Therefore, I should only say 
that the reference of economic thought is merely a temptation 
to this side of the House 

The hon member in his extreme logic made some refer 
ence to boundary commissions too In my opinion rt is un 
timely to think of these Boundary CommiteBions Personally 
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I hivo i ot vary little bobef in them I bflhve members on 
■thai sido oC the House too don t have much faith in them 
I do agice that a tituataoin may aiise when a Boundary Com 
mission may have to be appointed but as fdi as possible it is 
not the Boundary Commission that is going to decide the 
fate oi the linguistic divisions of India 

It is only the paities and our own faith un a paiticular 
type of Demociacy which the Constitution of India envisages 
that c m decide the question Theief ore Sn , the question of 
Boundary Commissions does not aiise at all 

Thcic is one more point ovei which I want to stiess 
That is the economic question on which the Opposition Parties 
have been staessing Is it — if the hon members on the other 
side peimit me to put it in this way — tite manageiial economy 
that they want? Our conception is not of managerial economy 
to be implemented by foice 01 by prole tanat dictatoi ship or 
by contialised democracy Our conception of demociacy is 
entirely diffeient fiom them The type of economy we wish 
is something evovhng and we are confident that in view of the 
vaiied interests and the vaiied men in the country we can 
evolve wmethina conciete to root out the conflicts, if aisj 
The fapnit of adjudication is theie the spirit of arbitration 
is thti e mutual adjustment is tiiene , there is no class troubte 
and theie are no class comflcts on this issue I am confident 
Su, that we can do it and it is towards this end that we are 
endeavouring oui efforts Congress is an oigamzation which 
has not got any fixed ideas in any respect of any matter I 
agree with that to some extent This is why it is only the 
Congress oiganization, which, if convinced by the Socialists 
of a minimum programme, it is m a position to adopt and 
still lemain as the Congress with those very people and 
become moie energetic So also Su* if a party avowed to 
anothez country or a paity which is sumvmg on its own 
merits ib in a position to convince the Congress of a particular 
type of democracy we the Membeis on this side would not 
hesitate to adopt, at the same time take the fullest co-opera- 
tion and stall advance Aftei all, Congress is a multi-class 
organization it cannot have fixed opinions for ever it is 
an evolutionary body and that is why we have got various 
elements in it and the laigest part of the population has 
been suppoitmg us The Congress has withstood the tames 
and people want us We have also successfully got over the

no-conndehce motion tabled m this House Membeis have 
always been asking us to face an election again Is it because 
that a particular party is mot m power that they want elec- 
tions again, or Is it only because that some of then ideas have 
gained momentum There is a set proceduie foi elections 
thiough which we have gone thiough If by luck, in the next 
elections the hon members on the other side come to occupy 
tlie Treasury Bnches, we shall see how they will function 
I see no reason to think that the people will let us down, 
and I am confident that the people will be by our side 

Theie is anothei point to which reference has been made 
legarding Andhrasand the Indian Nation Let me tell them 
that we are Indians flist and Andhias next Lot me also 
tell them, Sir that wo want to subdue oui piovincial feelings 
to the national thought and to that one-nation theoiy to which 
we have pledged oui selves It is fiom this point of view that 
the resolution on the ro-ojganization of the States has been 
framed at the lecent Congicss Session It is only to kill that 
extieme linguistic thought that thai sort of resolution was 
framed, but we are not against linguism We aie Indians 
first, and Andhias Mahaiashtiians and Kannadigas next 
We take pride m that Let me assure my hon friends omce 
more that wo are not against linguistic division We always 
stand — and have stood — foi linguistic division of India 
There is no reason why the resolution on the le-oiganization 
of States should bo taken as against linguistic division of 
India The moment the linguistic thought ceases to be part 
of the reorganization of the States perhaps my friends on 
the opposite side may see me sitting along with mem when- 
ever they are But slall we have got faith in our national 
leadei who has stood the test of time The declaiataon of 
the Andhra State is itself sufficient proof of we success of 
demoaacy It is not the success of any party biit It is the 
success of that demociatic attitude and life which is imbibed 
in a particulai Government I do not want to atlubute the 
success to the burning of i ail ways, etc or as some of the 
friends put rt, revolution I wish that we should view it in 
that light Let us hope that it would lead to the betterment 
of the nation and peace and prosperity
